We must hold, as a matter of 


law, that the record does not show 
that the word? usecf by the defend- 
ant meet the test laid down in the 
Schenck-case so as to justify a con- 
viction.

I hnvo been requested to express 


my vic*s on tho appointment of a 
woman as a member of the Madison 
Police and Fire Commission. I am 
grateful for the opportunity because 
I consider it not only a privilege but 
a duty of all grood Mndisonians, men 
and women, to give the members of 
cur common council the benefit of 
their thoughts 
on new/ important 


questions coming up for considera- 
tion by our city fathers. 


The 
members of 
the 
common 


council are the servants and repre- 
sentatives of the people of Madison, 
And I believe it is their desire to 
truly represent and to carry out the 
wishes of their constituents. There- 
fere, the men and women of every 
v;ard should appraise their alder- 
men of their opinions on this ques- 


Heartily In Favor 


As for myself, I am heartily in 


fr.vor of the appointment of a wo- 
man 'member; in fact, I cannot con- 
ceive of there being any serious- 
ly hided opposition to the confirma- 
tion of the nomination of Mrs, H. 
\V. Cheynoweth. To my mind there 
i> but one 
safe rule by 
which to 


measure our public acts, and that is 
tho yard stick of 'right and justice,1 


IT we hold to this thought we will 
net go far astray in our acts, and 
tvc can rest assured that we thor- 
BUKhly represent 
our constituents. 


, \Vhat then in 'rijrht^and justice' is 
Hhere which should prevent a wo- 
ir.an member of that commission. 
The commission has to do with the 
protection cf the morals of our boys 
und srirls. Is not a woman as tit to 
pass upon the manner ami method 
ot" this protection as a man? Is not 
the motherhood o£ Mrwiiscn as much 
ir.tcrested in this question as the 
manhood of Madison?

also fit to make a few suggestion? 
regarding: her and their protection? 
The commission supervises the fire 
protection of our homes. The moth- 
(>:• spends practically all of the 24 
hours in the home, while the father 


est case for a lawyer to argne is 
one in -which the law and the facts 
—the right and justice—are all on 
his side. There is nothing for him 
to attack. It seems to me that the 
opposition (if there, really 
is -any 


serious opposition) to this question 
is without substance—there is noth- 
ing to attack. 


Objections Are Answered 


I have heard various rumors of 


objections to this confirmation. I 
didn't get them first-hand, so I may 
be mistaken, but I shall give brief 
answers to such objections as have 
.come to my attention. 


One objection is that the commis- 


sioners could not 
discuss matters 


coming up for consideration with 
,-ind in the presence of a woman as 
freely and as thoroughly as if no 
woman was present. My answer is 
that in September, 1919, I appointee 
Ji. child welfare board, consisting of 
three women and Mr. T. C. Purcell. 
I have had consultations with these 
women every week since then and 
at different 
times -two and three 


consultations per week, and it be- 
comes necessary to discuss almoit 
every conceivable phase of boy and 
girl 
delinquency, 
degeneracy and 


immorality. 
They are all refined, 


educated, married women. We have 
discussed 
these 
questions freely, 


frankly and honestly. 
At no time 


have I felt that I could not discuss 
these problems with them without 
disrespect to them, or to myself and 
these women have been a world of 
help to me. I wouldn't think of dis- 
missing nny 
one of them. 
Mrs. 


Cheyr.oweth 
is a cultured woman; 


she 
has 
been interested in social 


work 
for years 
and understands 


these problems and how to discuss 
rhem, with any man or woman. She 
l-.as reared i family of boys and 
tr'.rls—she is a grandmother, and to 
•ay that men cannot discuss social 
ills and the problems thai* will come. 
iffore the commission with snch a 
•.\oman is saying that they are not 
competent to\ fulfill the duties of 
the office they hold. 


' Has Backing of Women 


It has been said that Mrs. Cheyn- 


oweth 
is too much advanced in 


years. I think in answer to 
this 


question,—that it is only necessary 
to sayy that a five minutes' inter- 


lew with her is all that is neces- 


sary to convince any objector, to 
the contrary; Further she has the 
backing of all the women's organi- 
zations of Madison, irrespective of

Issue Warning On 


New Stock Feed 


The State Department of Agri- 


cnlture has issued a warning to far- 
mers concerning the low natritiv* 
value of a new stock feed that is 
now on the market. 


Millet bran, the offal obtained in 


the manufacture of millet floor, has 
low value «s a feedstuff, according: 
to W. H. Strowd, headof the Feed 
Inspection Division of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. This pro- 
duct has recently been 'found for the 
first time on the Wisconsin mar- 
kets. 


An analysis in the feed inspection 


laboratory of the department show- 
ed that it had about the same com- 
position as oat hulls and, therefore, 
the feed belongs' in the class with 
roughage, such as h»ys and straws 
and not with concentrates, such HE 
middlings. 
Since the product looks 


very much like wheat middlings far- 
mers are cautioned against the pur- 
chase of feed without a label giving 
the analysis.
